Man arrested over 
attempted murder 

A MAN is being questioned on suspicion of 
attempted murder after another man was 
stabbed in the head in Dudley town centre. 

The knifing took place in the early hours 
of Friday, shortly after midnight, near the 
derelict Gipsies Tent Inn in Stafford Street. 
A 34-year-old man was arrested more than 
nine miles away in Hockley, Birmingham, 
less than an hour later. 

The 36-year-old victim suffered wounds 
to his head and shoulder and was taken to 
hospital with injuries that were serious but 
not life threatening. Contact police on 101 
or anonymously on 0800 555 111.

DUDLEY Council is owed £2.5 
million in unpaid council tax 
from last year, new figures re¬ 
veal. 

Thousands of council tax accounts 
were not paid in full by the end of the 
2014/15 financial year. 

Council chiefs say they are committed to re¬ 
covering outstanding debts. 

Despite the outstanding payments, bosses 
say the authority has an ‘excellent track record’ 
for clawing back money owed. 

Councillor Judy Foster, the council’s deputy 
leader, said: “Thankfully, the vast majority of 
people in Dudley borough pay their council tax 
on time. 

“Where people are struggling to pay we have 
a number of ways we can offer help and sup¬ 
port. 

“We have an excellent track record when it 
comes to the collection of council tax and any 
outstanding money, which makes us one of the 
top performing local authorities nationally. 

“There are fewer than 12,000 accounts owing 
council tax for last year in the Dudley borough, 
which amounts to £2.5m owed for 2014/15. We 
are continuing to recover outstanding debts.” 

Anyone who misses a payment instalment is 
sent a reminder letter. They are given seven 
days to bring their account up to date by paying 
the overdue instalment. 

Summons 

If payment is not made, a summons is re¬ 
quested from the magistrates’ court. No more 
than three reminders are issued in a financial 
year. 

Across the border in Sandwell borough, a 
total of 19,628 council tax accounts were not 
paid in full by the end of the 2014/15 financial 
year. This has left the council needing to chase 
£2.2m. 

Figures released by Dudley Council earlier 
this year showed around £1.5m in council 
housing rent was owed by tenants across the 
borough — up by 29 per cent on 2012/13. Sixty 
council tenants were evicted between April 1, 
2014 and December 31, 2014 after falling be¬ 
hind on payments. 

The council needs to make savings of £22.9m 
in 2015/16, moving up to £25.3m by 2016/17 
and £27.4m by 2017/18. But the council has 
warned it faces a deficit of approaching £30m 
by 2017/18 if additional savings are not found. 

More than 130 jobs will be axed by Dudley 
Council in a bid to cut costs. 

The council is looking to make 134 voluntary 
and two compulsory redundancies in 2015/16. 
Council leaders said they had worked to keep 
compulsory redundancies to a minimum. 

It follows the loss of more than 700 posts dur¬ 
ing the previous four years. 

Cost-cutting proposals include plans to turn 
off some street lights after midnight, saving 
£100,000 by 2018.

Bus lanes axed 
to cut congestion 

TWO bus lanes in Halesowen have 
been permanently axed in a bid to cut 
congestion in the town centre 
Proposals were unveiled in March to 
scrap the lanes in Bromsgrove Road 
and westbound on Queensway, which 
have now been brought in. It followed 
a 12-month trial which Dudley Council 
said had shown no benefits from hav¬ 
ing the lanes exclusively for buses. 

However, the Queensway eastbound 
lane will remain in place for buses as 
drivers said it cut journey times.

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NIP backs Aldi plan for derelict pub

AN MP is supporting plans for a super¬ 
market on the site of a landmark Dud¬ 
ley pub - and wants the jobs to go to 
Dudley people. 

Aldi has lodged proposals to demolish 
The King Arthur on Birmingham New 
Road, to make way for the store. 

The supermarket says its plans for a 
1,000 sq ft shop will create 40 jobs and 
have a 94-space car park. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said as 
The King Arthur had been closed for 
three years, he did not believe it would 
be profitable as a pub again. 

He is supporting the plans for a super¬ 


market because it will create new jobs. 
The MP is asking supermarket bosses 
to offer local people job interviews and 
to find a way of marking The King Ar¬ 
thur’s heritage in the new building. 

He said: “I used to go to The King Ar¬ 
thur a lot. My parents liked the carvery 
on Sundays, so I was sorry to see it close 
in 2012. 

“It’s been a real shame to see it empty 
since. 

“I don’t think successful, profitable 
and popular pubs should be turned into 
supermarkets against the wishes of 
local people and I worked hard to sup¬ 


port residents campaigning to prevent 
the Seven Stars in Sedgley being turned 
into a shop, but The King Arthur hasn’t 
been a pub since 2012. It is empty and 
derelict. 

“Aldi’s plans will provide 40 jobs in 
an area of high unemployment. Local 
people who live near the site have told 
me they support the plans, particularly 
those very close by who have to put up 
with the problems the site has caused.” 

West Midlands MEP and Sedgley 
councillor Bill Etheridge has handed in 
a petition to Dudley Council signed by 
105 opposing the supermarket plan. 


Apartments will not 
share killer's name 

A RETIREMENT home complex 
has been renamed after develop¬ 
ers realised the original proposal 
shared its name with a murderer 
who struck in the village. 

McCarthy & Stone’s Hagley devel¬ 
opment, which will be completed this 
year, had been advertised as Miller 
Court after Sanderson Miller who de¬ 
signed nearby Hagley Hall. 

But it sparked memories of Victor Miller 
who in 1988 kidnapped and murdered local 
paper-boy Stuart Gough, aged 14. 

The development of 44 apartments has 
been renamed Sanderson Court in memory 
of the architect. 

It is 27 years since Stuart was kid¬ 
napped on his paper round and killed by 
warehouseman Miller. Stuart had been a 
student at Haybridge High School and was 
snatched by Miller, of Penn Fields, on Jan¬ 
uary 17, 1988. Stuart’s body was found 50 
miles from his home in a wood near Led¬ 
bury, Herefordshire, two weeks later. 

Discovery 

The killer led police to the body. He ad¬ 
mitted murder and was sentenced to life. 

Gene Shaw, who has lived in Hagley 
for 30 years, said receiving the advert for 
Miller Court had brought back bad mem¬ 
ories. She said: “It was horrible what that 
horrible man did.” 

Mrs Shaw’s husband Gordon had been 
the chairman of the local community as¬ 
sociation while Stuart’s father Geoff had 
been the president. Geoff Gough died in 
2013 aged 82. He threw himself into com¬ 
munity work in gratitude for the support 
of villagers and in 2005 was given an MBE. 

Mrs Shaw, 70, said she was delighted the 
name had been changed. 

Stuart’s mother Jean Gough, aged 71, 
still lives in the village. She was not aware 
of the development but was pleased they 
had decided to rename it. “I am happy they 
have changed the name and I would like 
to thank whoever it was that got in touch 
with the developers,” she said. 

Gill Sabin, sales and marketing direc¬ 
tor for McCarthy & Stone, said: “We are 
pleased to unveil our new name, which 
has now been confirmed by Bromsgrove 
District Council and still reflects the rich 
culture and history of the the local area.”

WHEN Maisie Patstone was born, the 
nation was still reeling from the sink¬ 
ing of the Titanic just weeks earlier. 

And while the fate of the 52,000 
ton ship would end in tragedy on her 
maiden voyage, Maisie was certainly 
built of stern stuff. 

More than a century on she is still 
going strong and has just celebrated 
her 103rd birthday. 

A party was held for the birthday 
girl at Beechcroft Residential Home 
in Salop Drive, where she resides, 
surrounded by her two sons and two 
of her great grandchildren. 


In total, she has four grandchildren 
and six great grandchildren. 

Her son Neville said: “She had 
strawberry tea with scones and a 
birthday cake. Strawberries are her 
favourite. 

“We had a bottle of champagne to 
celebrate the day. 

“Her relatives of her age have all 
gone so it was just ourselves, my 
brother and his wife and two great 
grandchildren.” 

Maisie was born in Katherine 
Road, Smethwick, in May 1912 as the 
youngest of three sisters. She went to 


the Abbey Road School in the town 
before entering the tobacco indus¬ 
try as a clerk at Singleton and Coles 
where she worked until she had her 
first child Dennis. 

She married Arthur in April 1934 
at Harborne Parish Church. Five 
years later he went off to war and 
served in Egypt and Italy. 

Maisie has been living in care 
homes for the past 16 years, first in 
Halesowen before moving to Beech¬ 
croft in 2012, and Neville, aged 78, 
believes it is that assistance which 
has helped prolong his mother’s life. 


Traders facing nervous 
wait before latest march 


MARKET traders in Dudley are de¬ 
termined that it will be business as 
usual on Saturday when a far-right 
group descends on the town for a 
protest march. 

The march by the All Football Firms/Fans 
March Against Islamisation group takes place 
from 1pm. 

Chairman of Dudley Market Traders’ Associ¬ 
ation Len Lenihan said they had confidence in 
the police plans to protect the town and wanted 
to carry on as normal. 

“We haven’t opened the last two times be¬ 
cause of the numbers of people the two groups 
were expected to bring. But these numbers 
never materialised,” he said. “This latest group 
is not as established so we do not believe they 
pose a threat.” 

A petition signed by more than 60 business 
owners against the march, which will be the 
third such protest in the town since February, 
has been presented to council bosses. 

Some shopkeepers have decided to close, say¬ 
ing they need to protect themselves and their 
stores. But a large number have confidence in 
police and council plans to protect the town’s 
shops on the day. 

Tony Swannie, owner of indoor market Plaza 
Mall, told a meeting that many were too afraid 
to open. Many were concerned because they 
didn’t know for sure how many people would 
be marching - although police have dismissed 
reports of more than 2,000. He said: “I will try 
and open Plaza Mall. It didn’t work last time. 
Most of them are scared to open. No matter 
how much encouragement I gave them, even 
offering them rent free, they didn’t want to 
risk it.” 

Dave Carter, new co-owner of the Arcade 
Toyshop, said he was prepared to open but 
added: “One of the things that concerns me is 
that we have just had our insurance policy and 
we are not covered for civil disobedience.” 

Police say they can manage the march. A 
counter march is also planned. 

The All Football Firms/Fans March Against 
Islamisation group insists it is not coming to 
cause trouble. In a statement the group said: 
“We are not a bunch of thugs, Nazis or racists. 
We are not coming to Dudley to cause trou¬ 
ble or distress, we are coming to have our say 
against the slow but steady Islamisation of the 
country. I would strongly stress to the local 
traders that they need not close up, we could 
even increase their custom for the day.”

I KNOW little about football and even less about Fifa. 
But it’s not hard to understand why Fifa is revered in 
some parts of the world. Fifa gives them lots of money. 

To us in the affluent, oh-so-principled West, handing out 
dosh stinks of corruption. But across half the world’s 
surface, that is simply how business is done: I want your 
support, so here’s a little present. And while we in the de¬ 
veloped world may gasp in horror at such practices, let’s 
not forget that the worst financial crisis this planet has 
ever seen was caused by smart Westerners in expensive 
suits who would never dream of paying a bribe but si¬ 
phoned off billions from honest little investors and caused 
more anguish in a few weeks than Fifa has caused in 100 
years. When the Third World looks to the West for inspira¬ 
tion, what sort of example does it see? 

THE report on appalling cruelty to greyhounds in 
Australia is horrifying but you don’t have to go all the 

way to Oz to find it. Every year 
in Britain thousands of grey¬ 
hounds, having reached the end 
of their career or failed to win 
races, are allegedly slaughtered 
or abandoned. Estimates vary 
between 4,000 and 12,000 
healthy dogs killed every year. 

In the United States greyhound 
racing has been outlawed in 39 
states. Over here, the govern¬ 
ing body, the Greyhound Board of Great Britain, says it 
is “committed to working to raise standards of care still 
further.” The League Against Cruel Sports denounces the 
rules as “little more than a crook’s charter” and continues 
the fight, doggedly. 

CLIMATE change is taking the place of religion and, like 
all religions, does not deal in half measures; there is only 
right and wrong, good and evil, heaven and hell. But real 
life is shades of grey. Scientists in Africa report that a rise 
in greenhouse gases has actually increased rainfall south 
of the Sahara. The droughts are over. The land has blos¬ 
somed. The people can at last feed themselves. For them 
(and for how many millions of others?) climate change is 
a change for the better.

More than 5,000 at 

risk of losing home 


MORE than 5,000 homes across six areas of 
the West Midlands faced either repossession 
or having their tenants evicted in the past 
year. 

And one in 74 people in Sandwell alone are under 
threat of losing their home through eviction or re¬ 
possession, new figures have shown. 

Sandwell is the area most at risk with 1,652 claims for re¬ 


possession or eviction with 
Wolverhampton close be¬ 
hind, where one in every 93 
properties is under threat. 
There were 1,096 claims for 
eviction or repossession in 
Wolverhampton in the last 
year. 

Housing charity Shelter 
compiled the figures reveal¬ 
ing 840 people across the 
West Midlands were put at 
risk of losing their home 
every week. 

In an analysis of statistics 
from the Ministry of Justice, 
the charity identified how 
many people are at risk of 
eviction and repossession. 

Staggering 

Dudley had 941 cases of 
repossession or eviction 
claims - one for every 138 
homes. 

In Walsall it was 791 cases 
or one in 136. Wyre Forest 
had 411 claims, one in every 
105 homes and in Cannock 
Chase it was 262 cases or 
one in 155 homes at risk. 

The list of hotspots was 
based on possession claims 
issued in county courts be¬ 
tween April 1, 2014 and 
March 31 this year. This

was then compared with 
the number of households 
in the area recorded in the 
2011 Census. The hearings 
are the first stage in a court 
process which can end with 
the loss of a home. 

Shelter said the “stagger¬ 
ing” figures show the impact 
of welfare cuts and shortage 
of affordable homes. 

Alison Mohammed, Shel¬ 
ter’s director of services, 
said: “These staggering fig¬ 
ures show just how many 
people are fighting to keep 
their families in their 
homes. 

“And this is after dealing 
with the double blow of wel¬ 
fare cuts and a drastic short¬ 
age of affordable housing. 

“We’re doing everything 
we can to give advice and 
support to anyone who faces 
losing the roof over their 
heads. 

“But the Government 
must also play its part by 
putting a stop to further 
cuts to the safety net which 
helps ordinary families stay 
in their homes.”

CANAL towpaths across the Black Country will be spruced 
up as part of a £4.2 million package of improvements to en¬ 
courage cycling and walking. 

Links between canals will be created and existing cycle routes refur¬ 
bished as part of the scheme, with work to get underway this week. 

The ‘Managing Short Trips’ project is being carried out by public transport 
co-ordinator Centro in partnership with the Canal and River Trust and councils 
in Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wol- - 


verhampton. Money for the scheme 
has been provided through a growth 
fund which supports projects that ben¬ 
efit the local economy. 

Areas of canal towpath forming part 
of national cycle route 81 running 
from Aberystwyth to Wolverhampton 
will be improved. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, chair of 
the West Midlands Integrated Trans¬ 
port Authority, said: “We have already 
seen great improvements to walk¬ 
ing and cycling facilities in our area 
through the Smart Network, Smarter 
Choices project and this scheme will 
really allow us to build on that. 

Funding 

“This funding will help us breathe 
new life into some of the canal tow- 
paths, some of which date back to the 
18th century, and improve routes for 
people travelling by bike or on foot.” 

A section of national cycle network 
54 at Pensnett Trading Estate in King- 
swinford will be refurbished as part of 
the project, as will part of route five, 
which runs from Reading to Holyhead, 
at Smethwick. A towpath route from 
Walsall town centre to Midland Road 
will be established and links to Mose¬ 
ley Park in Wolverhampton created. 

The Canal and River Trust has wel¬ 
comed work which will see more than 
16 miles of towpath improved. 


Switchers to

Dudley Council has been running 
the Big Switch, which saw a home 
energy auction take place.

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “It’s great that 
the Big Switch auctions are helping 
our residents to get the very best 
deals from energy suppliers. The tar¬ 
iffs offered are market leading and 
exclusive to scheme members. These 
rates are not available direct from the 
suppliers or via price comparison ser¬ 
vices. The £300 per year average sav¬ 
ings per household really will help.”

No more a 
Brummie 
than I am 
a Scouser 

JERRY Blackett, the chief executive of 
Greater Birmingham Chambers of Com¬ 
merce is one of two things. 

He is either an extremely clever wind¬ 
up merchant - and if so, congratulations 
Sir, you really had me going - or he is 
living proof of why all the talk of devolv¬ 
ing power to the regions will only be bad 
news for the Black Country. 

I suppose the clue lies in the name 
of his organisation, but his latest vision 
of Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
the area known as Sandwell all being 
submerged into a city region known as 
‘Greater Birmingham’ perfectly sums up 
while we should all run for the hills at any 
suggestion of a combined authority for 
the urban West Midlands. 

Explaining his rationale, Mr Blackett 
explains that in years to come the world 
economy may be dominated by 50 tru¬ 
ly international cities. And he fears that 
without annexing its neighbours into the 
great vision, then Birmingham will be left 
behind. 

And what exactly has that got to do 
with us? Look I really don’t have anything 
against Birmingham. 

As I said last week, it is a city which is 
unfairly maligned, and has much to com¬ 
mend it. But, how do I put this delicate¬ 
ly? As a dyed-in-the-wool Black Country 
mon, I have got no particular affinity to it 
either. It is a decent city, but it is not my 
city. I am no more a Brummie than I am a 
Scouser or Scotsman. 

Languages 

I do go to Birmingham a few times a 
year due to the simple fact that we have 
lost most of the decent shops in Dudley, 
but every time I get off the train at New 
Street I am struck by the fast pace of life, 
by the sheer volume of human traffic, and 
the different languages being spoken. It 
might only be 10 or so miles away, but 
culturally, it is a world away from the 
Black Country. 

Nearly 30 years since the end of the last 
failed attempt to force a common identity 
on these very different areas, the unla¬ 
mented West Midlands County Council, it 
seems we haven’t learned a thing. 

If there really is a need for regional gov¬ 
ernment, and I’m far from convinced that 
there is, then it would be better to bring 
together places which are more similar 
in character, and have long-established 
cultural ties. 

For example, Birmingham, Coventry 
and Solihull would be a good fit, as would 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Cannock and 
Stafford. 

Dudley, Stourbridge and Kidderminster 
go together pretty well, and we could call 
these new regions, I dunno, Warwick¬ 
shire, Staffordshire, and Worcestershire. 

To tell the truth, I’m amazed no-one 
has thought of it before.

Civic honour packs a

FOR more than three decades Er¬ 
nie Locke has taken budding young 
boxers under his wing. 

He has guided some away from a path that 
may otherwise have led them into crime, while 
also inspiring those who just wanted to reach 
their full potential as a boxer. 

But as each potential pugilist has moved on 
from Old Hill Boxing Club in Cradley Heath, 
Ernie has remained, practice pads in hand, 
ready to welcome in the next gem in need of 
polishing. His commitment to the sport and 
to helping local youngsters has not gone un¬ 
noticed over the years and now he has been 
recognised for his hard work with the Mayor 
of Sandwell Certificate. 

It was just another night of training at the 
gym, or so he thought, when the Mayor of 
Sandwell along with friends and family arrived 
to give him his award last Tuesday. 

The 74-year-old grandfather admitted he 
was stunned to discover he had been nomi¬ 
nated for recognition. “I am a bit shook up but 
it’s absolutely great,” said Ernie, who lives on 
Royal Oak Road, Rowley Regis. 

Chuffed 

“I was really taken aback, they kept it a sur¬ 
prise for me but now I’ve had some time to 
think about it I am really chuffed.” 

Ernie was put forward for the mayor’s 
award by Jennifer Robinson, whose two sons, 
Aron, aged 19, and Brandon, 15, train at the 
gym. 

Jennifer, 42, of Colley Gate, Halesowen, said 
it was about time Ernie got the recognition he 
deserved. 

“He never asks for anything. He just does 
it for the love of the sport,” she said. “He was 
shell-shocked - he didn’t expect anything like 
that. His face was such a picture, he had no 
idea.” 

Ernie has spent four decades training

youngsters, first at the Talbot Amateur Box¬ 
ing Club in Birmingham, before moving to Old 
Hill, which is based at the Reddal Hill Commu¬ 
nity Centre in Cradley Heath, in 1984. 

The impact that Ernie has on youngsters 
was perhaps best reflected by the appearance 
of Tyler Denny at the ceremony. 

The Rowley Regis prospect trained with 
Ernie in his teenage years and is hoping to 
achieve big things in the sport, having ap¬ 
peared in his first paid fight in Brierley Hill 
last month. 

He returned to the gym with other boxers 
to see his former coach honoured by Sandwell 
mayor Barbara Price. 

Councillor Price said: “It was a pleasure to 
give it to someone like Ernie who has given 
his time over the years. It is all voluntary and 
people like that who give their time should be 
recognised and given something back. It was 


such a shock, he knew nothing about it. He 
didn’t want anything back, he just gives and 
gives. 

“It was thoroughly deserved and was a won¬ 
derful event.” 

His son, also called Ernie, said the role his 
father had played over the years had been 
much more important than that of a coach, 
and that he had left a lasting impression on 
young boxers. 

“He has dedicated 40 years of his life to it 
and 31 have been at Old Hill,” his son said. 

“Rain or shine he is down that gym when¬ 
ever he is needed. He takes all-comers no mat¬ 
ter what background they are from. 

“He has helped turn around the lives of peo¬ 
ple who have been involved in crime, they have 
gone on to get jobs and have got that respect 
back through doing it. 

“He doesn’t take a penny. If anything he 


puts money into the club.” His father was 
gripped by boxing from an early age. He boxed 
for his school, Britannia Road in Rowley Regis, 
before joining the boxing club at the Mitchells 
and Butlers brewery during the 1950s. It is a 
tradition 

that has stayed in his family. His son Ernie 
was a professional boxer in the Midlands, ap¬ 
pearing in around 50 fights, and now grandson 
Kieran has joined his club eager to learn skills 
from the master. 

Ernie, who has eight grandchildren, admits 
he is still enjoying it, even if he can’t move 
around quite as fast as he used to. 

“I am still enjoying it. It’s a bit difficult at 
my age but I still enjoy the match making and 
I still get in with the lads now and again,” he 
said. “I have enjoyed every minute of it and all 
the coaches who have worked with me have 
been good lads.”

MyTime Over Fifties 


MEMBERS and visitors 
were given a delicious talk 
by chocolatier Jackie Smith. 

She and her husband Alan 
have their own company 
Nova Chocolates and both 
are passionate about pro¬ 
ducing high class chocolate. 

Alan acted as assistant, 
distributing samples, after 
Jackie had explained how 
to dissolve the cholcolate 
slowly against the roof of 
the mouth to release its fla¬ 
vours.

Beans were used for cu¬ 
linary, medicinal and cer¬ 
emonial purposes.

Appeal lost on jail term 
for revenge acid attack 


A ‘DANGEROUS’ 80-year-old 
who plotted an acid attack on 
his teenage ex-girlfriend in 
revenge for her dumping him 
has been told by top judges 
he deserves every day of his 
jail term. 

Mohammed Rafiq orchestrated 
the plan to disfigure his former 
lover, Vikki Horsman. 

She was left with serious burns on 
her face, neck and body after acid was 
thrown at her by one of his accom¬ 
plices. The doorstep attack on the 
nursing home carer, that took place 
in Tividale last year, left her scarred 
for life. 

Rafiq lied following the incident and 
his web of deception led to three inno¬ 
cent people being arrested, before he 
was eventually found out. 

The octogenarian, of Cheshire Road, 
Smethwick, was jailed for 18 years at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court in De¬ 
cember, after being found guilty of 
wounding with intent and perverting 
the course of justice. 

Rafiq challenged his sentence at 
London’s Criminal Appeal Court, with 
his lawyers arguing it was ‘too long’ in 
light of his advanced years. 

Relationship 

But his complaints were thrown 
out by three senior judges, who said 
allowance had already been made for 
his age, as he could have faced a life 
sentence or an extended jail term for 
the terrible offence. 

The court heard Rafiq and Miss 
Horsman, who was 19 at the time of 
the attack, had been in a relationship 
but she had ended it. In the weeks be¬ 
fore the assault, he had been putting 
pressure on her to get back with him. 
When she continued to spurn his ef¬ 
forts, he bought the acid and hatched 
a plot with two young accomplices -

Steven Holmes and Shannon Heaps. 
Miss Horsman answered the door to 
Holmes on April 15 last year and the 
acid was thrown over her. She suffered 
burns to eight per cent of her body, 
mostly on her face and neck, and had 
to undergo skin grafts. 

Holmes, 25, of Queens Avenue, 
Smethwick, was jailed for 14 years 
with a four-year extended licence and 
23-year-old Heaps, of Allan Close, was 
jailed for 12 years. They had both de¬ 
nied causing grievous bodily harm but 
were found guilty. 

Rafiq’s lawyers argued his jail term 
was excessive in light of his age and 
might well die behind bars. Dismissing

his appeal, Lord Justice Beatson said 
the crown court judge had made allow¬ 
ance for his age by not imposing either 
an indefinite or an extended sentence 
- despite finding he was ‘dangerous’. 

Sitting with Mr Justice Spencer 
and Judge Nicholas Cooke, he added: 
“There is no new material that brings 
into play the need to take into account, 
in any greater way than this judge 
did, the appellant’s age. The judge re¬ 
flected his age in imposing a determi¬ 
nate sentence.” 

The judge said Rafiq would be free 
to apply to the Home Secretary for his 
release to be considered if his health 
deteriorates significantly in jail.

STAFF at a reptile centre in Sedg- 
ley were given a bit of a surprise 
when they discovered a corn snake 
dumped outside in a box. 

The orange snake was abandoned 
at the bottom of the driveway at the 
Proteus Reptile Centre in Catholic 
Lane where it is being cared for 
until a new home is found. 

It is thought to be male and 
around six months old. Staff were 
alerted to the box when a cat that 
lives at the centre became inter¬ 
ested in it. 

Amy Taraski, who works at 
the centre, said: “He was sniffing 


around and tapping the box. It was 
good that we found him when we 
did otherwise he might have come 
to some harm.” 

Although the dumping of pets is 
more associated with cats and dogs, 
Amy said it is not uncommon to find 
reptiles left at the centre. 

“It’s a fad, they might buy it for 
their kids’ birthday and then they 
realise they need a heated set up 
and rather than finding somewhere 
they just dump it.” 

The snake will go into quarantine 
for the next few weeks before a new 
owner can be sought. 


A UNIVERSITY graduate check¬ 
ing emails and a mother running 
late to collect her child were 
among more than 100 drivers 
caught using their phone at the 
wheel by police. 

Police branded many of the offend¬ 
ers with the acronym FOMOs- Fear 
of Missing Out - for those found to be 
updating social media websites such 
as Facebook and Twitter while on the 
move. 

In a week-long crackdown by officers 
across the West Midlands, a total of 117 
drivers were spotted making calls, texting 
or accessing the internet from their mobile 
phones. Others caught in the police purge 
include those using their mobile phone as a 
navigation device to get them to their des¬ 
tination. 

Campaign 

Many of the drivers were handed three 
points and a £100 fine while others were of¬ 
fered the chance to avoid that punishment 
by attending a driver improvement course. 

Chief Inspector Kerry Blakeman, who 
heads up West Midlands Police Force Traf¬ 
fic, said: “One woman was caught calling 
her nursery to say she’d be late in the hope 
of avoiding a nominal additional charge, 
but she ended up with a £100 fine. 

“One man admitted making a call despite 
hearing about the campaign on TV hours 
earlier, a graduate was spotted on Duncan 
Edwards Way in Dudley reading emails, 
and another mum was chastised by her own 
eight-year-old daughter after being caught. 

“Both marked and unmarked police ve¬ 
hicles from West Midlands Police and the 
Central Motorway Police Group (CMPG) 
patrolled the region’s motorways and ‘A’ 
roads during the clampdown between May 
23-29. 

They were supported by traffic ‘spotters’ 
in plain clothes who waited at major road 
junctions to identify offenders.

Joseph won a standing ovation from 
more than 600 people at the club’s end of 
season awards dinner when he was voted 
the Express & Star’s Wolves fan of the Year 
in 2014. 

Molineux 

When he won the award, he hadn’t 
missed a game for four years before being 
taken ill in March following a minibus 
crash which left him in intensive care in 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

When he was well enough to attend a 
game again, the club treated Joseph and 
his family - all Wolves fans - to a trip to 
Molineux and they organised seats in an 
executive box. 

His father Jason had taken Joseph to his 
first Wolves game, a pre-season friendly 
against Athletic Bilbao, and the youngster 
became smitten by Wolves. The youngster 
had even attended training sessions. 

Watching Wolves became a family affair 
for the Thompsons, with father and son 
often joined by Joseph’s sister Chloe and 
mother Jackie, a supervisor at Russell’s 
Hall Hospital.

Passionate Butterfly takes flight 
for Northern Ballet's rare visit 


Madame Butterfly, Perpetuum Mobile, 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 

A RARE visit to the West Midlands by 
Leeds-based Northern Ballet was warmly 
appreciated by dance fans. 

This melodrama danced to music by Puc¬ 
cini, choreographed by the company’s direc¬ 
tor David Nixon OBE, has been a mainstay 
for Northern Ballet for more than a decade. 

The parasol-toting little maid geishas 
made me fear a Japanese ‘twee’ ceremony 
but I was won over by the pain and sor¬ 
row expressed by Rachael Gillespie as 
the wronged Butterfly, abandoned by her 
American naval officer lover. Gillespie and 
Javier Torres, as the faithless Pinkerton, 
made a passionate and powerful pair in the 


first act. Welcome comic relief came from 
Ashley Dixon as a matchmaker, Ayami Mi- 
yati as Butterfly’s maid and Mlindi Kulashe 
as a pompous suitor. 

Gillespie took centre stage in the sec¬ 
ond act with her suicide dance. Dispensing 
with Puccini, a Japanese lament played as, 
bathed in red light, Butterfly committed 
hara-kiri. 

Before the grand drama, the company 
showed their energy and athleticism in 
Christopher Hampson’s dynamic Per¬ 
petuum Mobile, danced to Bach’s Volin 
Concerto in E Major. 

Full marks to the company for bringing 
their own mini-orchestra to supply live mu¬ 
sical accopaniment.

Properties on the estate off Argyle Close

£129,750 to 14 four-bed detached homes which 
are going for up to £334,750. 

Many of the homes, which have a distinctly 
modern appearance, have a direct view of the 
canal. Planning permission was approved by 
Dudley Council’s development control commit¬ 
tee despite concerns raised by some residents 
over possible traffic problems.

In recent days filming has taken place on 
Cannock Chase and scenes will also be shot 
in Halesowen and at secret locations in Bir¬ 
mingham and Stoke. 

Directed by Colm McCarthy, who is be¬ 
hind Brummie gangster drama Peaky Blin¬ 
ders, the film has been adapted from M R 
Carey’s novel The Girl With All The Gifts. 

It follows a young girl Melanie, played by 
newcomer Sennia Nanua, who is being kept 
prisoner in an underground bunker for rea¬ 
sons that later becomes apparent. 


3,000 hate crimes 
reported in a year 

HATE crime is at its highest level in six years across the 
West Midlands, according to new figures. 

There were more than 3,000 crimes with a racist or dis¬ 
criminatory element in the past year - the highest level 
since 2008/09. Eighty-three per cent were racially moti¬ 
vated. 

Of the remaining crimes, just under nine per cent were 
homophobic, just over four per cent were religious, 2.2 per 
cent related to disability. There were 55 crimes perceived to 
be anti-Islamic, 14 crimes were anti-Semitic, and 28 were 
believed to be due to mobility impairment. 

Deputy Police and Crime Commissioner Yvonne Mos¬ 
quito said she was ‘saddened’ by the rise. 

She said: “I must say I am saddened that we have seen 
this rise but, on the other hand, if it means more people are 
coming forward and reporting it because they have confi¬ 
dence in the police, then that is a good thing.”

FAMILIES have won their 
fight to stop memorial 
plaques being moved at 
Rowley Regis Crematorium. 

Sandwell Council has 
done a U-turn after a pe¬ 
tition by families upset by 
plans to phase out rose bed 
memorial plaques where 
their loved ones ashes had 
been scattered. 

It had planned to phase 
out the memorials but now 
the council has agreed to let 
people keep their existing 
memorial plaques in the 
rose gardens.

FOCUS ON BLACKHEATH AND ROWLEY REGIS 


Fines dished out for poor 
parking at commuter hubs 


MORE than 400 fines have been dished out 
to motorists for poor parking at railway and 
metro stations in the Black Country, includ¬ 
ing 28 fined for breaking the rules at Rowley 
Regis Park and Ride. 

Centro introduced penalties to clampdown on nui¬ 
sance parking at its park and ride sites last year. 

Since the start of December, a total of 407 fines of up 


to £100 each have been 
given out. Of these, 202 
were handed out at Stour¬ 
bridge Junction and 128 at 
Sandwell and Dudley. 

There will also 30 issued 
at Wednesbury Parkway, 28 
at Rowley Regis, 13 at Cose- 
ley and six at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Priestheld. 

Centro decided to take ac¬ 
tion after complaints about 
cars obstructing other mo¬ 
torists and forcing pedes¬ 
trians to walk in the road 
while accessing stations. 

Transport bosses say the 
scheme is proving successful 
as the number of fines given 
out is falling each week. The 
fines are reduced to £60 if 
paid within 14 days. 

Centro spokesman Mark 
Langford said: “While park¬ 
ing notices continue to be 
issued their numbers are 
considerably lower than 
when the scheme was intro¬ 
duced. 

“We are glad the cam¬ 
paign continues to have the 
desired effect by making

people think about parking 
more considerately.” 

Meanwhile the park and 
ride car park at Cradley 
Heath Railway Station will 
be closed on Sunday as part 
of revamp work. It will be 
shut for 24 hours for white 
lines to be painted on the 
bays. 

Vehicles cannot be left in 
any of the 260 spaces or on 
the service road overnight 
on Saturday. 

Earlier this year, work 
on a 900,000 extension to 
the car park at Stourbridge 
Junction railway station 
was completed. An extra 
223 spaces have been cre¬ 
ated, bringing the number 
to more than 1,000. 

Centro and its partners 
have invested more than £15 
million in Park and Ride fa¬ 
cilities since 1997 to provide 
7,718 free spaces within 59 
car parks at 38 rail stations 
and three Metro tram stops.

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George's medicine 
is hard to swallow 


WE don’t have to have an 
elected mayor if we don’t 
want one - although it’s a bit 
like telling a hungry person 
they don’t have to eat food. 

George Osborne met with coun¬ 
cil leaders from across the West 
Midlands to talk about devolu¬ 
tion and the looming prospect of a 
combined authority. 

But there are two elephants in the 
room. First the name Greater Bir¬ 
mingham, which Sandwell Council 
leader Darren Cooper is adamant is 
off the table. 

Necessary 

Although try telling that to the 
chambers of commerce for whom it 
rolls easily off the tongue, far more so 
than ‘Midlands Powerhouse’ or ‘en¬ 
gine for growth’, which are the buzz 
phrases used by MPs and the Chan¬ 
cellor. 

The second is a so-called Metro 
Mayor. Mr Osborne thinks it’s nec¬ 
essary to give some accountability to 
powers and funding devolved from 
Whitehall to the West Midlands. 

He said: “The more powers we de¬ 
volve the more there has to be some 
accountability.” The Chancellor spoke 
of decisions that affect people locally 
being made locally. A Metro Mayor 
won’t be imposed against people’s will. 

So on the one hand we don’t have 
to have the mayor that would be a 
beefed-up, region-wide version of the 
one Birmingham and Coventry al¬ 
ready rejected if we don’t want it. 

But on the other, if we don’t choose

to have the elected Metro Mayor, 
there’s a chance the government 
won’t hand the combined authority 
‘the full model’ of powers it’s giving 
to places like Manchester. 

George’s marvellous medicine for 
the West Midlands involves giving 
our councils more power and control 
to get the economy moving. But un¬ 
less he’s happy with how our council 
leaders will administer it, it sounds as 
though he’s still going to be holding 
the spoon. 

After less than 10 months in control 
of Walsall Council, Labour have been 
shoved back into opposition. 

The party remains the largest on 
the council with 27 seats while the 
controlling Tories have 25. 

Mike Bird’s Conservatives were

propelled to power by support from 
UKIP and independent councillors. 

Many will question what legitimate 
mandate they have thanks to this 
‘Blukip’ stitch-up. 

But Labour have to accept that the 
numbers were not on their side. 

I’ve added up the votes cast across 
the borough in the council elections 
and the Tories came out on top. 

There were 45,461 ballot papers 
where people chose the Conservatives, 
compared with 43,115 for Labour. 

Those figures only translated into a 
handful of extra seats for the Tories 
while their majority in the Parliamen¬ 
tary seat of Aldridge Brownhills was 
reduced. 

The simple truth is more people 
wanted the Conservatives than La¬ 
bour on May 7.

THOUSANDS of people are being admitted to hospitals 
across the Black Country and Staffordshire because of alco¬ 
hol, figures reveal. 

And in the Black Country the numbers are higher than the average 
across England for 2013/14. 

In Wolverhampton there were 1,566 people per 100,000 admitted due to 
booze, while the figures were 1,393 in Sandwell, 1,373 in Dudley and 1,321 in 
- Walsall, with 1.105 in Staffordshire.

There also continues to be huge var¬ 
iations between the most deprived and 
the least deprived areas - hospital ad¬ 
missions for alcohol-related conditions 
were 55 per cent higher in the most 
deprived. 

The figures also show a drop in the 
rate of hospital admissions due to al¬ 
cohol among under-18s, which Public 
Health England said was evidence of 
a continuing decline in young people’s 
harmful drinking. 

Nationally, alcohol-specific hospital 
admissions for under-18s over the last 
three years are down to 13,725 - a fall 
of 41 per cent against the earliest com¬ 
parable figures, 22,890 between 2006 
to 2007 and 2008 to 2009. 

However, locally under 18s admis¬ 
sions were all higher than the national 
average of 40.1 per 100,000, apart 
from Wolverhampton where the figure 
was 34.3. In Dudley it was 45.9, with 
figures of 48.8 in Walsall and 43.1 in 
Sandwell. 

Professor Kevin Fenton, director of 
health and well-being at Public Health 
England, said: “The decline in hospital 
admissions from alcohol for under-18s 
is promising but current levels of harm 
caused by alcohol remain unacceptably 
high. This is especially true within the 
most deprived communities, who suf¬ 
fer the most from poor health in gen¬ 
eral.”

WHILE walking down a narrow, 
shaded alleyway in Essaouira’s 
historic Medina, I am immedi¬ 
ately drawn to a shop covered in 
colourful painted ceramic plates. 

I approach with caution. This is Mo¬ 
rocco, after all, the place where, I’m 
told, you’re hassled by overzealous 
traders demanding you part with your 
dirhams in exchange for their goods - 
whether you want to or not. 

Gingerly, I start browsing, expecting the 
shopkeeper to pounce on me any second, 
but I’m left well alone. In fact, the only 
sound I’m aware of is a couple of kittens 
play-fighting in the doorway. A four-hour 
drive west from Marrakech, Essaouira has 
always been a popular bolt-on, providing 
much needed respite from the intense pace

of Morocco’s most popular city-break des¬ 
tination. But a new direct four-hour flight 
with easyJet from Luton means tourists can 
bypass the chaos and come straight to this 
sleepy coastal town. 

I’ve based myself at the Sofital Mogador 
Golf and Spa Hotel, a 10-minute drive 
from the centre, with views to the Atlantic 
Ocean. Although elegant and modern, the 
property has many traditional touches. 

But most of the action takes place close 
to the seafront Medina, a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site recently used as a film loca¬ 
tion for Game Of Thrones. 

Alongside the tourist-friendly shops, 
selling ceramics, leather goods and carved 
thuya wood furniture, the busy main drag 
is lined with stalls stocking essentials for 
the medina’s full-time residents. The town 


is also packed with traditional houses called 
riads. I duck into the cool courtyard of one 
of these intricately tiled homes for my first 
taste of the country’s most famous drink. 

Also known as the whisky of Morocco 
(but without the booze, obviously), fresh 
mint tea is served in gilt-edged glasses and 
poured from a height to create the all-im¬ 
portant foamy head. 

Legend 

Fishing is Essaouira’s primary industry, 
and fresh seafood stalls can be found all 
along the waterfront. 

At La Chalet de Plage on Avenue Mo¬ 
hammed V, we grab a table on a verandah 
overlooking the sea and order huge platters 
of deliciously salty oysters, meaty prawns, 
sizzling calamari and spiky sea urchins. It’s 
all washed down with glasses of local wine 
(not bad at all), while owner Jeannot tells 
a story about the time Jimi Hendrix paid 


a visit to drink a beer and smoke a joint. 
Everywhere you go in Essaouira, tales of 
the rock legend’s sojourn here in the sum¬ 
mer of 1969 abound. 

Venturing back to the medina after sun¬ 
set, the streets are buzzing as I make my 
way to the Hotel Riad A1 Madina for a taste 
of Gnawa, traditional music. 

A three-piece band plays as percussion¬ 
ists dance into the hotel’s courtyard. Metal 
krakebs and tbal drums beat a frantic 
rhythm and the melody of the lute-like sin¬ 
ter is echoed with chants from the dancers. 

Early the next morning, I head to the 
beach. During the windy season, from April 
to September, Essaouira is a water-sport 
paradise. 

If you enjoy non-stop sunbathing, Es¬ 
saouira’s breezy climate might be off-put¬ 
ting, but for me it’s a small price to pay.

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Corsa is 
back with 
the latest 
must-have

There’s a lot to be said for a wait-and-see pol¬ 
icy. It usually allows the innovators to invest 
all the money and succumb to the pitfalls, be¬ 
fore swooping in with a product that hits all 
the right notes. 

Vauxhall have proven pretty adept at this. A vast 
company like General Motors is usually too mired in 
bureaucracy to be first to market consistently. There¬ 
fore the next best policy is to work in a more meas¬ 
ured fashion and bring to market vehicles that just 
won’t fail to chime with the buying public. 

The Vauxhall Zafira is a case in point. Compact MPVs wer¬ 
en’t new news when the Zafira first appeared in 1999, but it 
quickly established market dominance. Likewise, the Ford 
Fiesta had been on the market for fully six years before GM 
responded with the Nova/Corsa. These days that game is 
still being repeated. Ford introduced its 1.0-litre three-cylin¬ 
der Ecoboost petrol engine back in 2012. Now Vauxhall has 
its own three-cylinder 1.0-litre ECOTEC. But has launching 
late this time come at a price? 

There’s little doubt that this 1.0-litre, 3-cylinder turbo pet¬ 
rol unit is the big drawcard of the latest Corsa’s engine line¬ 
up. 

Recognising that diesel powerplants don’t always make 
the big sales numbers in the supermini sector, Vauxhall has 
instead devoted its attention to super-efficient petrol units. 
The 1.0-litre is the only production three-cylinder engine on 
the market with a balancer shaft, helping it combat noise, 
vibration and harshness. This Euro6-compliant engine is 
offered on either 90 or 115PS power outputs and both man¬ 
age 170Nm of torque at just 1,800rpm. 

Straight away you’ll spot similarities to the front end of the 
ADAM model and that’s no coincidence, this looking set to 
become the Vauxhall family face for the foreseeable future. 
That means a rounded, friendly look with a broader front 
grille than Corsas of old. 

Drop inside and you’ll see even bigger improvements. A 
driver control centre takes pride of place within the instru¬ 
ment panel, which is themed around horizontal lines. The 
fourth-generation Corsa is also the first high-volume Vaux¬ 
hall to be available with IntelliLink, the communications sys¬ 
tem which has already been seen in the ADAM. 

Premium 

As you would expect, there’s a slight premium to pay for 
this more modern 1.0-litre engine but it’s not too great, with 
figures starting from around the £11,000 mark. You’ll get 
much of the premium back anyway with the ECOTEC unit’s 
lower running costs. 

This latest generation Corsa ECOTEC is anything but built 
down to a price and equipment available for these cars in¬ 
cludes heated front seats, steering wheel and windscreen, 
as well as soft-tone ambient lighting and a full-size pano¬ 
ramic roof is also available. Safety systems include Side 
Blindspot Alert, High Beam Assist, Lane Departure Warning, 
bi-xenon lights and a rear-view camera. 

If there’s one thing that has consistently soured the pub¬ 
lic’s relationship with the latest small-capacity petrol engines 
it’s the gulf between the published fuel economy figures and 
what owners get in real world scenarios. Perhaps Vauxhall 
has played a bit of a blinder here in downplaying the 1.0-litre 
engine’s economy a bit, claiming a more credible 54.7mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

After all, Vauxhall knows a thing or two about this mar¬ 
ket. The Corsa has been the company’s best-selling car for 
many years, generally sitting at number two in the overall 
passenger car sales charts. In its last full year, Vauxhall sold 
83,000 Corsas in the UK, outstripping total full-range sales 
of manufacturers like SEAT, Skoda, Renault and Citroen. 
We’re the lead market for the Corsa by a massive margin, 
the second biggest being Germany with 50,000 registra¬ 
tions. This latest ECOTEC model is going to contribute a big 
part of that bottom line. 

Facing down Ford’s all-conquering Fiesta is a devilishly 
tough assignment but Vauxhall seem confident that the lat¬ 
est Corsa has what it takes. The 1.0-litre ECOTEC engine 
will be a big part of their product offensive and by launching 
a couple of years after Ford’s 1.0-litre, Vauxhall will hopefully 
avoid many of the problems that have beset their rival over 
claimed versus actual fuel economy. The very fact that Vaux¬ 
hall claim 54.7mpg for the 90PS Corsa where Ford reckons 
on 65.7mpg for their more powerful 100PS unit would sug¬ 
gest that Vauxhall has set this engine up for everyday drive- 
ability rather than merely spoofing the NEDC economy test. 

Although this latest Corsa at first looks like a mere restyle, 
it’s much more than that. Flere’s a car that’s been designed 
from a clean sheet of paper, with an enormous development 
budget behind it. The 1.0-litre engine could just be the se¬ 
cret weapon that will unhinge the Fiesta. 

Don’t bet against it.

RAC #RecordRoadTrip co-ordinator 
Simon Williams said: “We’re confident 
the combination of two skilled drivers,

“I think he took it easy on me. 
The average pace was about 26 or 
27 kilometres an hour which isn’t 
too bad but some of the hills were 
hard. 

“He found things super easy but 
it was nice to get out and learn a 
few tips, stuff you wouldn’t know 
like energy saving and how to ride 
in a group. 

“One of the physios here used 
to work for Team GB and knows 
him from there so he pulled a few 
strings. 

“The club have said once I’ve 
finished the ride I need to start 
lowering the amount I’m doing. 

“I really do have to focus on 
gym-based work to strengthen but 
for now it’s perfect for my rehab 
because there isn’t any impact on 
my knees.” 


Ex-Wolves 
star Ndah is 
now bankrupt 

FORMER Wolves star George Ndah 
has been declared bankrupt. 

The 40-year-old cost Wolves 
£lmillion and was on their books for 
seven injury-hit years until retiring 
in 2006. 

He became a football consultant 
based in Surrey but filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy last December, with the 
order now finalised. 

Ndah became a fan favourite dur¬ 
ing his time at Molineux despite 
injuries restricting him to 96 ap¬ 
pearances. 

His Wolves career was largely 
defined by two big Black Country 
derbies against Albion scoring two 
goals against the Baggies at Mo¬ 
lineux in 2001, just 18 months after 
breaking his leg at The Hawthorns.

RON Vlaar has hinted he may leave Villa this sum¬ 
mer after insisting he can play at a higher level.

Boss Tim Sherwood has made no secret of his de¬ 
sire to keep the 30-year-old but Vlaar appears likely 
to explore other options before making up his mind.

“I want to maximise my career and think I can go 
a step higher.” 

Vlaar’s future has been the subject of speculation 
for months and for a long time he looked certain to 


depart Villa Park. But Sherwood’s arrival and the 
club’s upturn in form, which saw them achieve Pre¬ 
mier League survival and reach the FA Cup final, 
prompted him to re-evaluate and the defender ad¬ 
mitted in April he would consider staying. 

Much is likely to depend on what other offers the 
defender, who was linked with a move to Manches¬ 
ter United after impressing in last summer’s World 
Cup, now receives. 

Vlaar has often struggled with injury since joining 
Villa from Feyenoord for £3.2million in 2012 and 
yesterday was forced to pull out of the Dutch squad 
ahead of their Euro 2016 qualifier with Latvia be¬ 
cause of a recurring knee problem. Whether Vlaar 


stays or goes is just one of several questions hanging 
over Villa as they enter the close season. 

Christian Benteke’s future is also in doubt, while 
one man looking likely to head out of the door is fel¬ 
low forward Andreas Weimann. 

The 23-year-old, who has not started a game since 
Villa’s 3-1 defeat at Manchester United in early 
April, is being pursued by Derby County. 

Sherwood does look set to tie down a possible star 
of the future with highly-rated youngster Kevin 
Toner expected to sign a new deal. The 18-year-old 
is poised to sign a one-year deal with the option for 
another.
